There are many things about the 
profession of beauty culture that ap- 
peal to the gir! who wishes to enter 
a@ business career and to the mature 
woman who finds herself compelled to 
seek a means of livelihood. 

After having the neceasary train- 
ing, a beauty operator may open her 
own shop or she may take a position 
in another person's shop; she may 
develop her own clientele, going to 
the homes of her patrons to give 
treatments ana thus saving rent, or 
she may prepare a room in her own 
home for the purpose, She may ob- 
tain a position in @ sanitarlum and 
find patrons amoong its patients, It 
has been found that beauty treatments 
often assist in the recovery of suffer- 
ers trom nervous or mental disorders, 
Still another possibility for a gradu- 
ate of a good beauty school is teach- 


ing od 

Readers of this column often ask 
me where training for beauty work 
may be obtained, The teaching of 


this subject is still in the hands of 
commercial organizations, and ts not 
found in the eurrieulum of government 
schools or colleges, but I think the 
time is not far off when it will be ob- 
tainable in all voeational schools for 
girls. In the larger cities there are 
beauty schools where one may receive 
instruction in the particular methods 
advocated by the commercial organiz- 
ation that supports the school, An- 
other way to learn to be a coametician 
is to become an apprentice in a beauty 
shop 

The full beauty course include: 
treatment of the face and sealp, mani- 
curing, hand massage, hatr-dressing, 
dyeing, curling methods and the use 
of electricity for cosmetic pur es 
Some girls prefer to be specialists in 
a single branch, such as manicuring or 
permanent waving, either of which 
may be a profitable profession in it- 
self, Shampooing and marcel or 
water waving make a good combina- 
tion for the girl who does not care to 
take the full course,
